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Comfort to an Enemy 


AS the United States and North Vietnam talks In 
**■ Paris enter their sixth fruitless week, iher* are 
significant developments on the political as aril as the 
fighting fronts. 

For the first time the North Vietnamaae used 
their Ruslan-built helicopters in combat rotas over 
the weekend, and lost 12 of them. But South 
Vietnamese conjectured they may now be used in 
some dramatic offensive, possibly against Saigon and 
other cities or the less vulnerable military bases. 

If it is true, as some observers suspect, that the 
Hanoi government has been quietly btdfcfl n g air 
strength, the helicopter activities could be the prelude 
to a different type of warfare than that followed thus 
far in the continuing Communist offensive. It could 
add weight to the burdens on the patience of the 
South Vietnamese and their American allies and bring 
on the retaliation which daily grows more likely as the 
negotiations continue abortive. 

In tact on Sunday the Americans delivered one of 
their most powerful air strikes aginst the North's 
supply routes into the demilitarized zone and the

one of the most effective leaders in the South Korean 
field. 

General Hung’s dismissal —for that is what It 


after the assassination of Senator Robert F. Kennedy, 
the opponents of control are still hard and effectively 
at work. The chief of these is the National Rifle 
Association, which is particularly against provisions 
for gun registration, described by one of its officers as 
a “step toward a police state which never should be 
taken in a free country.” 

At the heart of this strange reasoning or 
supposedly so is the American’s constitutional right to 
bear arms.

In short, until the Saigon authority can show 
some solidarity its effectiveness is very much in doubt 
At the moment the political future of the country is 
even more precarious than the military.

The constitution should permit and encourage a 
full and harmonious growth and development in 
equality of all Canadians. 

To interpret these expressions of policy as 
suggesting special status for anyone is manifestly 
unreasonable. 

It k a 
perfectly sound foundation on which to build 
selectively by democratic pro ces s es a workable 
constitution acceptable to a complexity of peoples in 
federation.

Boring Job Pays 


By M. V. CHESNUT 

Rhododendrons and azaleas will soon 
be coming to the end of their flowering 
season — the early types are already 
finished tor this year. Where the 
blossom display has not been up to 
expectations, it is quite posable the 
tnsdrie may be due to the fact that the 
spent blossoms were not removed after 
flowering last year. 

Left on the plants and allowed to 
form seed pods, these'exhaust the 
plant's energies and retard the young 
growth which is to bear next year’s 
tdofisonn. -- 

The k»g, thin pods of each flower 
truss all rose from a common stalk, 
developed from last year's growth. If 
you look closely, you can see the new 
growth tor next year’s blossoms emer¬ 
ging now from near toe base of the 
apent flower stalk. Hie trick is to take 
off these faded flower trasses without 
Injury to these new emerging growths, 
for without them there can be no floral 
display next year. 


the smaller azalea blooms can be 
picked off by hand. 

If your rhododendron is a big bush, 
you’ll And this b a long, tiring, 
monotonous and most uninteresting job, 
and youl be sick and toed of toe whole 
bus ines s before you're even balm; 
through. 2 can promise you, though, 
that it really IS worthwhile and will pay 
real dividends at blooming time next 
year. 

The rhododendron, growing in its 
wfld state, is almost always found in 
open, park-like forest glades where it 
gets a light shade dappled with little 
spots of suntoine filtering through the 
forest leaves. It doesn't Ike a really 
dense, gloomy shade, nor can it tolerate 
■couching sunshine unless certain pre¬ 
cautions are taken. 


While you work at toe uninspiring 
chore of removing toe spent bkxmts 
from your rhododendron, keep a sharp 
lookout for any 1 leaves which may be 
stippled with Hght g r e en dots, or with 
the undersides spotted with dark, 
resinous material. If you ran across 
these symptom, you may have a major 
fight on your hands. 

This is toe work of a ps e Uy Bttle 
creature called toe Bndodendran Lace 
Bug, only an eighth of mi inch long and 
dainty in appearance, but a deadly 
enemy of the azalea and toe thododm- 
dran. A systemic rose spray b about as 
good as anything you could use; apply 
weekly until no further spread of toe 
trouble can be detected. 


If- your bush is in such a sun-baked 
situation, it would be wise to spread a 
generous surface mulch over toe area 
occupied by toe roots. Ibis mulch could 
be half-rotted leaves — preferably oak 
leaves — or peat moss, kesforest or toe 
new chisiky fir bark garden mulch. 
Never rake off the mulch — just top it 
up with more of the same every year 
after the soil warms up in toe spring. 

It is a good idea to make a regular 
practice of washing down the leaves of 
your rhododendrons every time you 


The best method is to cut through 
the stalk at the base of the old flower 
truss. weU above the new young growth. 
A sharp knife, scissors or secateurs 
may be used for removing toe spent 
dusters from toe rhododendrons, while

Tte huge crowd which 
matted the hillside Monday 
night see m e d ko perceive with 
astonishing unanimity that it 
was all happening became oi 
one man. 

But be fo re Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau climbed into the 
helicopter, he left the convinc¬ 
ing message that it was not 
himself as much as it was the 
idea of democratic participa¬ 
tion which had been the 
motivation lor it all.

The crowd was so Victorian 
In so many ways. It had that 
strange deliberateness, that 
lack of demonstrative 
elements. 

The Trudeau turnout of 
about 11.000 compare s with 
the 5.000 who were in Me¬ 
morial Arena last Thursday to 
hear Conservative leader 
Robert Stanfield. 

* * * 

Prime Minister Trudeau's 
speech here brought to more 
than 30.000 the number of 
British Columbians he had 
spoken to during the warm 
summer day of campaigning. 

It was not surprising, them, 
that (se appeared tired and 
sometimes had to strain for 
words. 

However, the setting at 
Beacon Hill Park was a 
pastoral spectacular. 

* * * 

For the background, there 
were the Strait of Juan de 
Fuca and the Olympic 
m o u ntains of Washington 
State. The snow on the 
mountains, the ripples tin the 
sea and that delicate evening 
haze were catching the light 
of a setting sun. 

It was that time of the 

evening when the breeae. in 
that heat exchange over the 

land and the sea. couldn't 

decide which way to blow. By 
the time the rally ended, 

however. It started to get cool 
and spectators were reaching 
for their blankets. 

The loft singers who enter-

Estimates on the number of 
non-voting spectators ranged 
from one-eighth to one-tenth 
of the crowd.

Two bus loads came down 
from Port Albemi and three
